Whoevr  then,  would  hn.e  friends  ‘‘'.fust 
show  himself  friendly.”  possess  in  himself 
the  attributes  of  a friend.  For  surely  no 
man  who  is  essentially  selfish  or  itoastWd 
of  a traitor’s  spirit  experts  any  special 
kindness  from  others.  The  triend  is  con- 
stantly graciously  and  abundantly  giving 
out  the  best  he  is  that  the  ' circumstances 
confronting  him  demands,  in  order  to  help 
another,  but  takes  no  account  of  the  cost 
only  considering  how  much  he  is  helping. 

The  recipient  of  a favor  of  any  kind 
places  himself  under  obligations,  first,  to 
the  donor,  if  circumstances  are  ever  such 
as  to  make  it  possible  to  return  the  kind- 
ness ; secondly,  and  as  truly,  he  is  under  ob- 
ligations to  every  needy  person  according 
to  his  needs  and  deserts.  A canndid  con- 
sideration of  our  assets  will  reveal  the  fact 
to  us  that  many  of  our  dearest  possessions 
are  the  fruits  of  henevolenco. 

The  first  obligation  of  friendship  is  that 
we  should  be  courteously  accommodating 
whenever  opportunity  presents.  Be  ready 
at  any  time,  when  need  makes  the  demand, 
to  go  on  any  reasonable  errand  for  your 
friend.  . This  will  post  you  at  times  loss 
from  business  and  consequent  loss  of  money, 
hut  your  character  will  be  enriched,  your 
reputation  enhanced,  and,  best  of  all,  it 
"ill  prove  to  be  ‘‘Broad  cas>  upon  the  wa- 
l'*rs.  The  recipient  of  your  favor  may. 
for  any  one  of  several  reasons,  never  return 
your  kindness,  but  some  other  person  will 
•lust  as  everybody  loves  a lover,  so  every 
worthy  person  loves  a generous,  noble 
hearted  man,  and  if  your  accommodations 
bring  you  no  other  returns  than  the  approv- 
ing conscience  and  the  approbation  of 
manly  men  you  are  no  loser.  The  unap- 
preciative recipient  of  favors  is  either  a 
moral  degenerate  or  menatlly  defective;  if 
of  the  first  class  he  will  soon  be  exposes!, 
if  of  the  last,  he  should  be  pitied  and  cared 
for  as  his  circumstances  demand. 

The  highest  order  of  men  feel  themselves 
honored  to  bow  their  knees  to  God  in  true 
devotions  to  him.  They  recognise  him  as 
their  Creator,  having  dignified  them  with 
bis  image;  also  as  their  preserver,  for 
round  about  them  his  mercy  is  a wall 
against  all  enemies;  and  last,  but  by  no 
means  least,  they  recognise  him  as  their  j 
judge,  into  whose  hands  they  must  fall  for  | 
his  decision  on  their  character.

If  we  love  only  our  friends’  we 
are  indeed  dangerous,  even  as  friends,  since 
between  the  truest  men  misunderstandings 
arise,  and  would  invite.  pcrha|M  enmity’s 
dagger.  Then  take  into  your  soul  the  at- 
tribute of  the  noblest  of  the  noble,  and  seek 
heaven’s  blessing  Im.Hi  for  friend  and  foe 
alike. 

True  friendship  implies  confidence.  Be 
ever  ready  to  hear  a brother’s  secret,  hik- 
ing it  sound  and  inviolate  in  your  own 
heart,  giving  him  in  return  the  most  valu- 
able suggestion  in  your  power,  romcmlier- 
ing  all  the  time  that  you  are  holding,  not 
your  own  secret  but  another’s.

Such  a 
person  is  unworthy  of  favorable  comparison 
with  the  vultures,  for  they  are  aravcng<Ts 
while  he  is  a |x>llutor.

Be  loyal  to  I 
him  under  all  circumstances,  and  regardless  * 
of  conditions  until  you  know  he  is  utterly  I 
unworthy,  having  himself  violated  promedi-  < 
tatedly  some  well  recognized  principle  of  * 
friendship.  Should  he  give  evidence  of 
proper  contrition,  show  no  sympathy  for  I 
his  misdeed,  hut  graciously  forgive  his  in-  1 
fraction  of  honor  and  extend  to  him  your  I 
hand  in  token  of  continued  friendship  and  * 
brotherly  love,  at  the  same  time  wanting 
him  of  the  dangers  of  his  misdoings.  8 

Show  your  chivalrous  nature  again  by  be- 
ing sure  you  are  not  a smiter.  It  is  as  ig- 
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noble  to  smite  a worthy  brother  either  bv 
taking  bis  property  by  deception,  his  char 
acter  by  slander,  or  his  life  by  murderous 
NHvsult.  as  was  Arnold's  treason,  or  Judas’ 
kiss.  There  are  those  who  will  stealthly 
stake  down  a brother  in  onler  to  make  a 
generous  show  of  relieving  him.  if  only  th  . 
gam  of  striking  ap|»nars  greater  than  the 
cost  of  relieving. 

The  true  friend  ia  a sentinel  against  all 
danger^  whether  they  be  Imsinena  reverses, 
slanderous  assaults,  injurious  intrigues, 
mendacious  plans,  or  dangers  to  health. 
He  is  also  a shield  and  buckler,  meeting 
and  defeating  whenever  it  ia  |M>mible  bis 
friend  enemies.  This  be  will  do  fur  |mce 
love’s  sake,  taking  no  special  credit  to  '.uiu-

Regeneration— No.  2. 

By  Elder  Odd. 

I will  now  sum  up  in  a condensed  form 
the  substance  of  my  former  article, 

1.  Men  are  created  with  a four-fold  na- 
ture. Physical,  intellectual,  moral  and 
Spiritual.  One  part  cannot  perform  the 
labor  assigned  to  another.  But  the  intel- 
lectual can  and  does  control  and  direct  the 
physical  part.  And  the  moral  may  control 
and  direct  the  physical  and  intellectual 
parts.  The  spiritual  part  is  the  highest 
and  may  direct  and  control  all  the  others. 

It  was  the  “image  of  God”  (who  is  a spir- 
it), in  which  man  was  created. 

2.  When  man  sinned  his  spiritual  na- 
aure  died,  he  lost  the  image  of  God  and  be- 
came an  incomplete  man  and  all  his  pos- 
terity are  born  in  that  incomplete  condi- 
tion. 

3.  The  inflexible  justice  of  God  stood  as 
an  impassable  barrier  to  prevent  the  resto- 
ration of  the  image  of  God . It  demanded 
the  full  penalty  of  the  law. 

4.  .leans  Christ  took  upon  himself  hu- 
man nature,  and  put  himself  in  the  place  of 
his  people  before  the  law,  taking  their  sins 
upon  himself,  suffered  the  full  penalty  of 
the  broken  law,  satisfied  God’s  justice,  thus 
removing  the  barrier  and  opening  the  way 
to  restore  spiritual  life  to  those  for  whom 
he  died. 

5.  The  barrier  being  out  of  the  way, 
when  ever  it  pleases  God,  (hut  always  the 
best  time),  the  Holy  Spirit  gives  spiritual 
eternal  life  and  thus  restores  the  lost  (not 
defaced)  image  of  God.  And  that  we  call 
regeneration.  I will  now  consider  some 
things  which  are  often  mistaken  for  regei* 
‘■ration,  or  the  inseparable  fruits  of  it.  R* 
formation  of  outward  life  is  often  so  mistak- 
en and  this  is  not  so  surprising  as  it  seems  at 
first  glance.  Regeneration  is  a purely 
spiritual  change,  and  nothing  can  be  known 
about  it  by  those  who  are  spiritually  dead. 
Reformation  (if  genuine),  is  a moral  act 
originating  in  the  moral  nature  and  pro- 
ducing intellectual  and  physical  acts  out- 
wardly similar,  but  inwardly  dissimilar  to  . 
-those  produced  by  regeneration.  It  is  , 
readily  comprehended  by  the  moral  nature 
and  being  the  best  thing  the  spiritually  | 
ib-iid  person  can  know,  and  being  a change, 
mid  the  person  having  heard  of  regenera-  < 
tion  as  being  a change,  w>*  need  not  he  ( 
surprised  if  they  make  an  honest  mistake.  < 
This  merely  moral  reformation  is  often  mis-  i 
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takeu  for  repentance  and  it  is  repentance 
of  one  kind  but  not  toward  God. 

Rejientance  is  not  regeneration  though 
when  it  is  re|icntaiire  toward  God  it  is  a 
certain  result  of  it  iu  accountable  beings. 
It  ia  a fruit  of  regeneration,  but  uot  the 
tree.  Regeneration  is  a work  done  in  us 
and  for  us  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  re|>eiit- 
anec  a work  done  by  us  prompted  by  the 
Spirit.  Remora*  is  not  regeneration,  or 
the  fruit  of  it.  though  often  mistaken  for 
a (switive  proof  of  it.  Many  person*  are 
in  the  churches  today  who  are  as  destitute 
of  spiritual  life  aa  a pine  stump  and  yet 
think  they  are  Christians.  Their  sins 
brought  pain  instead  of  case,  sorrow,  not 
joy,  shame,  in  place  of  honor  or  suffering  in 
some  form,  and  they  were  sorry  they  com- 
mitted them,  not  Itecause  they  were  sin 
against  God.  but  tx-cauac  they  did  not 
bring  the  pleasure  expected  oi  them.  Hav- 
ing no  experience  of  re|>entancc  tow  m i 
God  an«l  being  taught  that  sorrow  ia  a part 
of  repentance,  and  they  have  sorrow  there- 
fore they  have  repentance  and  repentance 
is  a fruit  of  regeneration  consequently  they 
are  regenerated.  That  ia  the  unconscious 
process  of  reasoning  by  which  they  arri  ,-e 
at  their  erroneous  conclusion  but  probaly 
not  one  in  tweuty  could  trace  it  out  step 
by  step. 

This  error  does  not  originate  even  as  high 
as  perverted  moral  nature,  it  springs  fn.ni 
pure  unadulterated  selfishness.  But  no 
person  looking  on  can  distinguish  between 
the  tear  that  springs  from  remorse  and  the 
one  that  flows  from  genuine  repcntaucc  to- 
ward God,  and  the  examination  of  candi- 
dates for  chureh  membership  ip  these  days, 
is  so  superficial,  that  they  an*  received. 
But  they  are  a dead  weight  and  often  a dis- 
grace. In  theory  we  hav*  a regenerated 
chureh  membership,  but  in  practice — well 
it  is  very  much  mixed. 

The  Baptist  Drift.  * 

Baptists  are  a great  jieopie  and  arc  do- 
ing a great  work.  The  hope  of  the 
world’s  evangelization  lies  with  Southern 
Baptists.  They  an1  God’s  peculiar  people 
in  that  they  “contend  earnestly  for  the 
fWith.”  The  heathen,  or  Macedonian 
cry  conics  to  us.  The  religious  world  is 
looking  on.  God  is  watching  ^is.  Are 
wc  going  to  betray  the  trust  T 

But  there  is  no  doubt  a weakening  along 
the  lines  of  Baptist  orthodoxy — a distinct- 
ive Baptist  drift.  This,  I for  one,  greatly 
deplore.  England  has  already  drifted — 
the  North  is  drifting — and  the  South  is  be- 
ginning to  drift.  Disintegration  of  Bap- 
tist Churches  in  England  is  only  s question 
of  time  if  they  do  not  .stop  coddling  with 
others.  Oh  for  another  Spurgeon  to  save 
the  day  for  Baptists  in  England. 

In  the  North  union  ia  in  the  air,  and  a 
eorres|Minding  weakening  of  the  Baptist 
position.  Affiliation  ami  ecclesiastical 
flirtation  is  the  order  of  the  ««ay. 

In  the  South  it  is  onion-evangelism  that 
is  threatening  the  Baptist  position.  The 
overwhelming  sentiment  of  pedo-Baptista 
is  in  favor  of  union  meetings,  and  the  Bap- 
tists are  frequently  weak  and  can’t  with- 
stand the  pressure:  hence.  tMcy  press  their 
pastor  into  affliction,  in  which  be  and  his 
|teople  are  always  worst ed. 

Recently  a Baptist  pastor  of  a proinient 
chureh  in  a rity  stood  in  a pastor’s  confer- 
ence and  ridiculed  the  brethren  who  oppos- 
ed union-evangelistic  meetings  and  their

It  has  almost  reached  the  point  of  perae- 
rution  for  the  brave,  faithful  brother  who 
dsn<s  to  stand  for  principle  against  th«w 
so-called  union  meetings.  Just  where  it 
will  atop  in  a puzzle  to  those  ur  us  who  try 
to  be  conservative  and  stem  the  tide  that 
i«  most  certainly  setting  Baptist,  adrift. 
M hy  is  thisf  Country  Baptists  are  usually 
op|Miaed  to  union  meetings  for  two  res 
sous.  Kind,  they  read  their  Bible*  more 
than  the  town  brethren,  and  hence  are  bet- 
ter |MMtcd  . 

Second,  pedo- Baptist  pressure  is  not  an 
great  in  the  country  as  in  the  town.  Hence. 
I take  it  that  our  people  are  not  reading 
their  Hihlcs  as  they  should.  If  I am  a 
liaptiat  Itcrauae  of  outside  pressure,  I could 
aa  easily  lie  anything  else,  if  the  pressure  la 
great  enough.  If  I am  a Baptist  because 
the  Bible  leada  me  to  that  chwreh  no  amount 
of  outside  influence  could  ever  indue*  ise 
to  do  anything  to  compromise  my  imsuIiuu 
There  are  so  many  things  to  read  outaule 
of  the  Bible  that  our  p>*ople  have  neglected 
the  most  important  hook.  Another  thing 
detracting  fmm  the  Bible  study  a worldli- 
new  in  our  town  churches.  People  who 
are  not  well  |>ostcd  on  the  ItiMe  will  fall  in 
liue  with  the  crowd  ou  most  any  pr»qs> 
sit  ion. 

Our  IU|diat  intuition  ia  lieing  assailed 
from  within  and  without. 

It  is  reported  that  the  President  of  our

It  is  high  time  that  our  Southern  Baptist 
preachers  should  heed  this  note  of  warning 
against  unionism  and  lead  their  ra'inhera 
back  to  Bible  principle,  and  methods. 

To  my  mind  thia  ia  the  serious  task  in 
which  aonie  of  ua  preachers  must  devote 
our  talents  and  lives.  Of  eour>e  you  may 
not  have  thia  impression  as  I have  it.  I 
may  lie  unduly  alarmed,  l may  lie  fight- 
ing a “straw.”  The  conditions  which  I 
have  depicted  may  uot  exist'.  But  1 think 
they  do.

Pastoral  Evangelism. 

„ This  is  a timely  question  for  discussion. 
Every  pastor  should  he  vitally  interested 
in  it.  I confess  I am.  If  I understand 
what  is  meant  hy  Pastoral  Evangelism  it 
is  the  pastor,  unassisted  by  an  evangelist, 
reviving  his  church,  awakening  interest  in 
the  people  and  leading  the  lost  to  Chriat. 
Now  I lielieve  in  evangelists.  They  are 
called  of  God  to  a peculiar  work  of  reach- 
ing some  that  none  others  ran.  But  the 
danger  is  that  the  pastor  may  come  to  im- 
agine the  evangelist  essential  to  a success- 
ful revival,  which  is  a mistake  in  the  ma- 
jority of  eases.  The  very  fact  that  he 
doubts  his  fitness,  by  God's  help  to  revive 
his  own  ehureh.  rob*  him  of  much  of  his  use- 
fulness and  starve*  the  church  for  want  of 
a constant  evangelistic  spirit. 

Well,  it  is  alleged,  the  evangelist  gets 
everybody  interested  in  the  first  place,  and 
gets  the  people  to  expect  a revival  and  that 
is  what  the  pastor  could  do  and  ought  to 
do.  My  brethren,  there  is  the  trouble  with 
too  many.  They  are  not  concerned  enough 
for  the  salvation  of  the  lost.  Too,  “the 
people  an*  not  bad  (t)  much  any  way.” 
God  pity  the  preacher  who  doesn’t  see  much 
the  matter  with  people  anyhow,  aqd  who 
isn’t  staggered  with  a sens**  of  their  sins. 
0,  Lord.  deliver  us  fn>m  the  devil,  and  the 
lazy,  smoking  preacher  who  is  a fine  joke 
teller  and  gives  his  evenings  largely  to  that 
when  souls  all  around  him  are  in  chains  and 
darkness.  May  be  I speak  from  a heart  ex- 
perience. Well,  never  mind,  so  I am  tell- 
ing the  truth  here.  You  never  heard  of 
any  pn*aeher  having  a revival  of  religion 
that  it  didn’t  come  as  a result  of  great  earn- 
estness in  prayer  ami  personal  work  for 
the  lost.  Oml  never  honored  a careless, 
indifferent  preacher.  If  he  doesn’t  put  his 
heart  into  it  and  preach  with  blood  earnest- 
ness. he  will  not  offend  the  devil  much, 
nor  honor  the  Holy  Spirit.

Why  not  the  pastor 
get  large  crowds,  too?  If  he  doesn’t, 
something  is  wrong.  Either  he  is  not 
preaching  as  he  might,  or  the  chureh  is  not 
worthy  hi*  time,  and  he  ought  to  move.  I 
lielieve  some  preachers  would  do  better  to 
n*sign  their  pastorates  and  get  out  on  the 
streets  and  preach  the  gospel.  It  may  be 
that  our  preaching  geta  a little  stagnant 
sometimes,  any  way.  and  it  would  be  well 
to  Hir  it.  However,  we  all  know  that  peo- 
ple  are  not  going  when*  there  is  nothing  in- 
terosting.  and  I believe  the  gospel  proaehed 
in  the  right  spirit  is  slways  interesting  if 
not  sensational  sometimes.  Joseph  Parke 
said  if  people  didn’t  go  to  chun-h  it  was  the 
paator’*  own  fault  largely,  and  I lielieve  it. 
And  last  of  all,  I want  to  say  that  if  the 
imstor  succeeds  in  reviving  his  ehureh  it 
will  he  more  likely  to  stay.  A great  re- 
vival by  a visiting  proaeher  will  make  it 
mighty  hani  on  the  pastor  unless  he  plsyed 
a conspicuous  part  in  its  accomplishment. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  thing  to  do  is  for 
the  jiastor  to  do  his  dead  level  best  in 
awakening  his  own  ehureh  to  the  work  of 
soul  saving,  and  then  if  he  needs  help  to 
take  some  particular  strongholds  of  the 
devil,  let  him  by  all  means  get  a first-class 
evangelist.  If  the  pastor  will  do  his  duty 
in  this  respect  it  will  make  i*  easier  on  the 
evangelist  when  he  does  come.  And  hy 
all  means  let  the  pastor  know  that  God  will 
give  him  power  to  preaeh  with  effeet  if  ho 
will  go  down  on  his  knees  for  his  vision  and 
hi*  message.  I*?t  him  know,  yea.  let  us 
all  know  that  by  God’s  help  we  c»n  ha\e 
a spirit  of  revival  all  the  time.
